STATEMENT OF FACTS

1. I, Mark S. Williams, hereby state the following facts of which I have personal 
knowledge. The following facts are stated in support of the Petition under 37 C.F.R § 
1 .47 submitted herewith in regard to the above-reference patent application. 

2. On June 28, 2001, our firm filed the above-referenced application with a 
Declaration in which Ram Rajagopal crossed out "USA" and wrote in "Brazil" for 
citizenship, but failed to initial and date the change. 

3. On August 4, 2003, Ms. Geri Mosher of our firm sent an email, attaching a copy 
of a Supplemental Declaration and Power of Attorney, to Mr. Rajagopal at his former 
work email address (ram.rajagopal@ni.com), requesting signature and return of the 
declaration form. Mr. Rajagopal did not respond to this email and did not return the 
declaration form. Attached hereto as Exhibit A is a copy of the email sent to Mr. 
Rajagopal along with a copy of the Supplemental Declaration and Power of Attorney. 



4. During the month of December of 2003, numerous emails were sent to Mr. 
Rajagopal requesting return of the signed Declaration, all to no effect. Attached hereto as 
Exhibit B is a copy of the December emails sent to Mr. Rajagopal 

5. On March 16, 2004, 1 sent yet another email to Mr. Rajagopal requesting return of 
the signed Declaration. In response, that same day, Mr. Rajagopal requested that we send 
another copy of the Supplemental Declaration and Power of Attorney to him for 
signature. I then sent another copy of the Declaration to him. Mr. Rajagopal failed to 
return the signed document. Attached hereto as Exhibit C is a copy of the March 16 
email exchanges with Mr. Rajagopal 

6. On June 14, 2004, Ms. Jeannie Miranda of our firm sent yet another copy of the 
Supplemental Declaration and Power of Attorney to Mr. Rajagopal for signature. Mr. 
Rajagopal did not respond. Attached hereto as Exhibit D is a copy of the June 14 email 
sent to Mr. Rajagopal. 

7. On September 13, 2004, I sent an email to Dinesh Nair, a former co-worker of 
Mr. Rajagopal's at National Instruments, requesting help contacting Mr. Rajagopal. On 
September 15, Dr. Nair emailed a postal address for Mr. Rajagopal to us:

On October 23, 2004, Ms. Miranda sent an email to Dr. Nair requesting a more current 
email address for Mr. Rajagopal if there were one. Attached hereto as Exhibit E is a 
copy of the September and October email exchanges with Dr. Nair. 

8. Also on October 23, 2004, Ms. Jeannie Miranda of our firm sent yet another copy 
of the Supplemental Declaration and Power of Attorney to Mr. Rajagopal for signature. 
Mr. Rajagopal did not respond. The email indicated that a hard copy of the Supplemental 
Declaration and Power of Attorney would also be sent by regular U.S. Mail, with a self- 
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addressed stamped envelope. On October 25, such a hard copy was sent to Mr. 
Rajagopal. Attached hereto as Exhibit F is a copy of the October 23 email sent to Mr. 
Rajagopal, as well as the letter and hard copy of the Declaration sent via U.S. Mail. 

8. On December 6, 2004, Ms. Miranda sent another email to Dinesh Nair asking if 
he had managed to contact Mr. Rajagopal, and informing him of the January 8, 2005 
deadline for filing the issue fee. Dr. Nair responded by email, indicating that he had sent 
Ram an email message and would let us know if Mr. Rajagopal responded. Attached 
hereto as Exhibit G is a copy of the December 6 email exchanges with Dr. Nair. 

9. On December 29, 2004, Ms. Miranda sent another email to Dinesh Nair 
requesting a telephone number for Mr. Rajagopal. Dr. Nair responded, indicating that he 
knew of no telephone number for Mr. Rajagopal. Also on December 29, 2004, Dr. Nair 
sent an email to Mr. Rajagopal requesting that he sign and return the Declaration. 
Attached hereto as Exhibit H is a copy of the December 29 email exchanges with Dr. 
Nair. 

10. Also on December 29, Ms. Miranda sent a letter and hard copy of the 
Supplemental Declaration and Power of Attorney via Overnight Mail by Federal Express. 
The package was delivered, but Mr. Rajagopal had signed a waiver that allowed the 
Fedex Courier to drop off the package without personal receipt by Mr. Rajagopal, and so 
Mr. Rajagopal may or may not have actually received the package. Attached hereto as 
Exhibit I is a copy of the December 29 Fedex package, receipts, and tracking 
information. 

11. On December 29, Mark Brightwell of our firm left a voice mail message with a 
"Ramkumar Rajagopal" in Piscataway, NJ, asking if he were the Ram Rajagopal for 
which we were searching. On December 30, 2004, Ms. Miranda received a call from 
Ramkumar Rajagopal indicating that he was not the Ram we were searching for. 
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Attached hereto as Exhibit J is a copy of the email exchange documenting the above 
exchange with Mr. Ramkumar Rajagopal.
